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CARLISLE TALKS BACK 


AND DISPOSES OF THE CRITICISMS 
OF HIS CENSORS. 


The Chairmanships Given to the Old Members Ac- 
cording to Precedent, of Whom the Greater 
Portion Were From the South— Proposed 
Legislation—Buckner and Bland. 


WasHineton, December 27.--Speaker Car- 
lisle, during the past five weeks has been 
under constant mental and pbysical strain, 
~and he will occupy himself during the boli- 
days reading between 600 and 700 letters that 
he bas been unable to open during the 
past month. The speaker feels satisfied with 
his artfamgements of the committees. He says 
he has no doubt that many members are 
disappoiited at places assigned them, and 
in some cases, possibly, injustice may have 
been dune, but he feels that he bas discharged 
the duty to the best of his ability, and he s 


sure that no pains were spared to arrange rep: 
resentatidn ior the best interests of the 
country aud the party. 

‘The first thing tbat I did in the formation 
of the com mittees,’’ said Mr. Carlisle, ‘‘was to 
jearn all that Pcould about the 177 members 
of the house, to ascertain the antecedents of 
each of the new men, his age, occupation, 
‘previous legislative experience, etc. | bad 
to call upon the old members of each delega- 
tion. I put the names of every new member 
upon the margin of a wide sheet of paper 
and opposite the name J filled in all that I 
could learn ubout them. Then I blocked 
out the committees, in a majority of 
instances choosing the chairman first and 
filling in the membership afterward,although 
I often had the list of members of a com- 
mittee written out before the chairman was 
selected. Well, I had togo over those lists 
scores of times, before reaching a final de- 
cision. Oftentimes ] would find that the geo- 
grapical arrangement of a committee was 
bad when the personnal seemed perfect. 
Again, when the geographical representation 
was correct the persona! unfitness of the ar- 
rangement seemed manifest.  Oiten the 
change of one man involved as much as 
three hours’ labor in symmetrically filling 
the vacancies caused by the transfer. At 
the outset Isaw that there were fifty-six 
democrats who eguid only be given places 
on one committee, and twerty-four republi- 
cans who must fare in like manner. The 
minority representation of the republicans, 
of course, made it easier forme to discrimi- 
nate there. | 

WHY THE CHAIRMANGHIPS WENT SOUTH. 

“There isacustom here, which, by long 
usage, has almost become law; that old mem- 
bers shall be given the chairmanships. I 
have no doubt that. some of the new mem- 
bers would have made more eflicient chair- 
men than several of the older ones I selected; 
still, had I broken the rule in one instance, | 
should have been obliged to do it in. others, 
and, beyond appointing Mr. Neece, of I1l)- 
nois,chairman of the committee on enrolled 
bills, a place which is of no importance save 
as giving bim a. clerk, no new mem- 
ber received a chairmanship. There 
was another difficulty with which I] 
had to contend,’’ continued the speaker 
“The southern states, as arule, el. ‘ed old 
members, and tothe old members tk: chair- 
manships had to go. I see that I am .::*ticised 
for giving the south ag Oy of the fifty- 
five chairmanshi If Mr. Critic will —_ 
to compare the proportion of Q- 

representatives’ from ‘the sduth- 
ern states with those of the demo- 
crats from all the other sections of 
the country, I think he will find that the 
south has by no means been favored. Take, 
for example, the stateof Alabama. It has 
eight representatives all of whom excepting 
Pryor were old members of the house, and he 
isan ex-member of the senate. Remember 
that the representatives having previously 
served in the house were those from whom 
the list of chairmen had to be made, ‘Now, 
let us take the state of New York. Of it 
twenty-one democratic representatives all but 
nine were new members, and | gave the state 
seven chairmansbips, Alabama received two, 
Tennessee has three chairmanships, Pennsy|- 
vania four, and the proporiion of old mem- 
bers in the Pennsylvania delegation is much 
less than those from Tennessee; so it is in al- 
most every case.”’ 
BUCKNER AND BLAND. 

‘“ITsee that you are criticised for having 
made Buckner chairman of the banking and 
currency committee and Bland chairman oi 
coinage, weights and measures, the impres- 
sion being that Buckner is hostile to the 
-nationa! banks and Bland in favor of contin- 
uing the coinage of the bifzzard dollar.”’ 

“I do not think the country need be alarm- 
_ed by the assignment of those gentlemen to 
the positionsthey bold,’’ answered Mr. Car- 
lisle. “I talked with both of them before 
they were appointed, and [I know hew they 
feei on financial-subjects. Neither Mr. Buck- 
nernor Bland will do anything hostile to the 
financial interests of the country. Mr. 
Buckner was first made chairman of the 
banking and currency committee by Mr. 
Randali in the forty-fifth congress, when the 
greenback craze was at its height, and ldo 
not remember that the ‘‘business interests’’ 
complained. He ‘was reappointed by Mr. 
Randall intne forty-sixth congress, and it 
would have been very poor taste on my part 
to refuse to follow the precedent thus estab- 
lished. ‘I feel quite sure that no legislation 
hostile to the national bankingsystem will be 
reported frem the committee on banking and 
currency.- Before 1 made up this committee 
I read in the New York Commercial Bulle- 
tin interviews with many of the most promi- 
nent bankers and fnanciers of that city in 
relation to the best means of relieving the 
national banks. I was surprised to find that 
the widest difference of opinion prevailed, 
and I imagine that the members of the bank- 
ing and currency committee will not re- 
commend any legislation on this subject un- 
til they learn from the best sources what is 
the wisest course to follow. Mr. Biand’s ap. 
pointment does not necessarily mean the 
continued coinage of silver, either. I think 
that both Mr. Buckner and Mr. Bland will 
act conservatively. 

THE MEANING OF FRANK HURD. 

In relation to the story that the Ohio dem- 
ocrats had protested against placing Frank 
Hurd on the ways and means committee, the 
speaker said that he had never heard from 
any person asingle objection to Mr. Hurd’s 
appointment. The speaker's idea of the true 
way to relieve the national banksis to lower 
the duties on imports, thereby cutting off the 
revenue and stopping the rapid payment of 
the public debt. ._He does not believe that a 
reduction in duties would be followed by a 
' general increase of importations and corres- 
ponding increase of revenue. He thinks the 
ways and means committee is 
organized upon a conservative revenue reform 
basis, and the only member of the com- 
mittee who will be willing to goto extremes 
is Mills, of Texas. Hurd has pulled in his 
horns, and while in the abstract he isa free 
trader, the speaker thinks he will! act for the 
present conservatively. Mr. Hurd has de- 
cided not tointroduce the bil! for free wool 
that he prepared at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. 

“‘How sweeping is the tariff bill, now being 
wri ten by. Mr. Morrison?”’ 

“No one can tell. All the reductions to be 
recommended by the committee will be in 
one single bill, which will have the unani- 
mous support of the majority of the ways aad 
means committee. The programme also is to 
have the united support of the majority in

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PENSIONS AND ELECTIONS. 


Gossip Concerning the Makeup of These Two Com- 
mitteess. 


Wasuineton, December 27.—The Evening 
Star publishes the following: The fact that 
a southern member was made chairman of 
the house committee on pensions has been 
seized u as a basis for a criticism of 
Speaker Eartele, on the ground that the sub- 
ject of pensions for union soldiers ought not 
to have been placed in southern hands. The 
truth is that the pensions committee has 
nothing whatever to do with anything ap. 
pertaining to the Jate war, as_ the 
rules show, The house rules pro- 
vide that everything relating tv pensions 
of the cival war shall go tothe committee 
on invalid pensioas, gnd that to the com- 
mittee 01 pensions shail go all pension mat- 
ters arising from the wars of the United 
States other than the civil war. The com- 
mittee wbich has entire jurisdiction over the 
pensions of the civil war, has for its chair- 
man, Mr. Matson, of Indiana, a union sol- 
dier, who won his way up from a private to 
the rank of colonel by gailant service in the 
field. Speaking to the Star reporter, to-day, 
Mr. Matson said he believed that the majority 
of his committee served in the union army 
during te war. The only members from the 
south upon the committee are Hauk, of Ten 
nessee, who was a colonel in the union army, 
and John 8, Wise, of Virginia. Fyan, of 
Missouri, who has a fine record as a union 
soldier, is alsoa member of the committee. 
Aside from these three, and with the excep- 
tion of one member from California, the com- 
mittee is composed of northern men.

The 
majority of the committee will not be 
a ihera ’ in the sense in which the word 
liberal is generally used, nor will the 
committee make reckless reductions for the 
mere sake of reductions, but it will meke a 
vigorous, persistent and undoubtedly success- 
ful fight for the lopping off of useless and ex- 
travagnt expenditure, and against all manner 
of ‘oba and steals. The composition of the 
couimittee will give very general satisfaction 
to the democrats.

AMERICAN PORK. 


IRE OF DR. DELMERS FULLY 
AROUSED. 


THE 


He Accuses the Celebrated French Seientist of Lying 
in Order te Secure the Exclusion of American 
Pork From French Markets-—The Trade 
in Chicago—Other Matters of Note. 


Cuicaco, Deceniber 27.—The statement 
made by M. Paul Bert, as contained in a 
Paris cable dispatch published this morning, 
in which he professes to quote from the re- 
port of Dr. H. J. Delmers, of the United 
States bureau of agriculture, to the effect 
that diseased and dying hogs passed through 
the stockyards at Chicago daily, and were 
sold cheap and shipped to Bordeayx and 
Havre, has drawn out a letter of protest 
from Dr. Delmers. He declares the statement 
of M. Bert to be, not only a perversion of the 
facts, but a falsehood. His official report 
to the commissioner of agriculture,contained 
all he ever had to offer concerning the trans- 
portation of diseased or dead hogs, and there 
he simnply called attention to their transpor- 
tation to the rendering tanks, entirely dis- 
tinct from the packing housé, as affording a 
means of spreading the hog cholera, which 
prevailed in 1878 and 1879. Dr. Delmers 
clares that the regulations of the Chicago 


stockyards are such as to render it absolutely 

impossible thata dead hog could be smug- 

gled into them, and shouid an animal die in 

the yard itis at oncedeliyered to the soap 

greaser establishment outside the yards and 

cannot possibly get into the packing houses.

The Keport of a Contempiated Strike in Pennsylvania 
Deeciared Baselees. 

PittssurG, Pa., December 27.—The officials 
of the local miners organization deny the re- 
port of an intended strike on the first of the 
year of 20,000 minersin Westmoreland, Blair, 
Clairfield; Bedfosd and Huntingdon counties, 
They say that there are not that many miners 
in the district; that the men are not in acon- 
dition to strike, asthey have had but little 
work, and have scarcely money enough to 
buy two weeks’ provisions, and that the amal- 
gamated union miners only organized last 
summer, and are too poor to stand sucha 
strike. Thestrike for the district price has 
been ordered in four mineson the Lake Erie 
road. The mining rate there is 3'4 cents per 
bushel and the members haye beon working 
for 4 cent less, 

PirtspurG, Pa,, December 27.--The miners 
in the Connellsville coke regions met at 
Scottdale to-jJay, and after passing a series of 
resolutions denouncing the Hungarian serf 
labor, appointed acommittee to prepare a 
petition to congress requesting the passage of 
some law against the wholesale importation 
of such Hungarians. Three thousand em- 
ployers of the National Tube Works com- 
pany of McKeespert decided not to accept 
the reduction of from 12'4 to 25 per cent in 
their wages after January ist. The mills 
willnow probably continue operations all 
the winter. 

Cuicaco, Mecember 27.—The American fire 
insurance company of this city, which was 
organized in 1855, has decided to retire from 
business on January 1, 1884. Its outstanding 
risks, to the amouat of $73,377,000, have been 

by the Home insurance company of 
New York. 

Cuicaco, December 27.—C, A. Courtant & 
Co., fancy goods and notions, have failed; 
liabilities $100,000; the retail value of their 
assets is $50.000. [he Chicago merchants hoid 
$35,000 of the indebtedness and the remain- 
der is held by the east. 

Boston, December 27.—In the insolvency 
case Of Frank O. Nash, of Weymouth, the 
schedule shows the liabilities to be $150,000; 
assets $82,000. 

Boston, December 27.—The Union Market 
national bank of Watertown has voted to 
pass its dividend, due January lst, as acon 
servative measure. The Journal says: There 
are rumors afloat concerning the financial in- 
tegrity of the concern, but the directors state 
that the assets are sufficient to meet all 
claims. The trouble has been caused by the 
withdrawal of President George N. Marsh, 
who owed the bank $40,000. A careful in- 
spection of the securities is to be made, so 
that the stockholders sha}ll have a clear state- 
ment of the bank’s affairs. Its capital is 
$200,000, 

Reapine, Pa., December 27.—A petition re- 
questing congress to prevent the linportaticn 
laborers under 
contracts made abroad, is being circulated 
and is receiving many signatures of working- 
men throughout this section. 

Toronto, December 27.—The trades con- 
gress unanimously adopted a resolution, that 
the future welfare of the working people of 
the dominion required a4 prohibition of 
the further importations of Chinese labor.

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THE YEAR’S CROPS. 


Anunnpua! Repert of the Statistician of the Agricuitura!l 
Department. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—J. R. Dodge, 
Statistician of the agricultural department, 
has just completed the preliminary estimates 
of the principal crops of the country for the 
year 1883, which are to be printed as the 
special report for December. Taey show 
that potatoes as wellas all other roots and oats 
have grown luxuriantly and yielded abund- 
antiy. Ihe average yield of corn per acre for 
the present year, Mr. Dodge says, is nearly 
23 bushels or more exactly by preliminary 
estimates 22 7-10, whichis 12 per cent less 
than the average yield for a 
series of years. This stands for 
the quantity of the present crop. The 
quality, he says, is another consideration. If 
the soft corn is cribbed in’masses, and after a 
few weeks of mild and moist weather, is bad- 
ly injured, or even spoiled, it does not change 
the fact that the corn was grown and har- 
vested. It is doubtless true that the quality of 
the corn north of the paraliel of the fortieth 
degree is worse than for many years, incre as- 
ing practically, the amount of sbortage indi- 
cated by the number of bushels, as u whole. 
Of the corn grown in I883 in Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesoia and Dakota, added to half 
of that grown in Ohio, Indiana, Iili- 
nois, Iowa and Nebraska would maeke 
$00,000.800 busbels, only one fourth of the 
whole crop. A _ possible depreciation of 40 
per cent iu all of it would be equivalent to 10 
per cent reduction in the value of the entire 
crop. Our Illinoisagent makes the quality 
31 per cent less than an average in that state. 
An effort will be made later, after the worst of 
the crop has been ‘fed, to 
test the feeding value of the 
product. Itis net proposed, however, to re 
duce the product to an ecuivalent of ‘‘mer- 
chantable’’ corn, or ‘‘sound’’ corn, as no crop 
ever is free from immaturity and imperfec- 
tion. There are always some northern fields 
caught by the frosts, some neglected acres, 
some choked with weeds, or flooded by oveg 
flows, and some sod corn that is mainly nub- 
bins. Whatis intended, without reference 
to panic or exaggeration, is to find the exact 
truth and then tell it. There is nothing 
gained, be it to the farmers or to the con- 
sumers, in suppressing the truth on the one 
hand or exaggerating the losses on the other. 


] One feature of the corn growing in 1883, Mr. 


Dodge says, should be a lesson to the farmers 
of the country—the general use in the west 
of seed corn grown in lower Jatitudes. The 
planting of Nebraska seed in Minnesota and 


of Kansas seed in Illinois has demonstrated 


the folly of attempting to acclimatize south- 
ero “maize in the more northern districts. 
Much of the loss from frost would have been 
avoided had the seed been carefully selected 
from the best corn grown in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

THE OTHER CROPS. 

The wheat crop, Mr. Dodge says, as be- 
fore stated, slightly increased, 4,000,000 
bushels, and the cotton product, as sbown 
by the December returns, is about 6,000,009 
bales. There will be another investigation 
after the close of the cotton harvest and 
shipment of a large portion of the crop 
when the precise results can be approached 
more nearly than has hitherto been possible.

PARNELLON THE TUK BSEXIL- 
ING SCHEME. 


|] 4n Atrocious Murder Reported From Italy—The 


Righ's of the Greek Church in Turkey—The 
Sultan Seeking New Alliances— From the 
Continental Capitals— Foreign Notes. 


Lonpon, December 27.—Mr. Parnell was 
questioned bya cable news correspondent in 
regard to the letten published from Mr. Tuke, 
chairman of the Tuke emigration committee. 
Mr. Parneli said that the Irish national league 
was in receipt of many letters showing that 
terrible suffering had been endured by hun- 
dreds of the unhappy individuals upon whom 
Tuke’s emigration experiment had been 
made, and that the Irish people regarded any 
system of emigration as a murderous 
blow against the life of the nation. 
‘“‘Whatever Mr. Tuke’s individual motives 
may be,’’ said Mr, Parnell, ‘the proceedings 
of his coramittee stand exposed as an inde- 
cent attempt to aid the government to get rid 
of the Irish people. If emigration be such a 
wonderful thing, why not bring the theories 


of Lord Spencer and Lord Derby into practi- 
ca operation in some of the congested dis- 
tricts of London? The government know ful! 
well that such a thing would lead to tlre open- 
ing of questions and principles by no means 
palatable to the landed proprietors of Eng- 
land.”’ 
[HE ORANGE RIOT. 

St. Jouns, N. F., December 27.—Advices 
from Harbor Grace, state that the orange pro- 
cession yesterday, while passing Ships Head, 
was fired upon by the crowd. At first the 
orangemen thought the firing was from 
powder guns carried by their friends, until 
they saw their men fall, four being killed, 
and some tenor fifteen wounded. The police 
dispatched from here at four o clock yester- 
day afternoon reached Harbor Grace at four 
o'clock thismorning. The police which fol- 
lowed went part of the way by train, also 
arrived there this mornimg. The night passed 
quiet. One hundred special constables were 
sworn in this morning. There is great ex- 
citement in the neighboring villages and 
many arrests are expected. 

Two of the killed were Orangemen and two 
Roman Catholics, Eight persons are reported 
to be mortally wounded and from eighteen 
to twenty slightly wounded. Heau Constable 
Doyle is among the wounded. The outbreak 
was at Harbor Grace, but the neighboring 
town of Carbonear, a few miles north, is in 
a state of the wildest frenzy. More than oné 
thousand men are parading the 
streets and preparing to march 
on Harbor Grace. Crowds of men are hurry- 
ing up from the whole extent of the north 
shore of Conception Bay to the scene of the 
disturbance. 
and most of the private dwellings are pro- 
tected by bars and bolts. Ifa riot breaks out 
anew the ollicers of the law will be powerless 
to protect life and properiv. It now ru- 
mored that the government has cabled to 
Halifax for troopsand ships. if the Carbo- 
nean contingent marches on Harbor Grace 
the result will be terrible to contemplate. 

THE FENIAN EXPLOSIVES, 

Lonpon, December 27.—There appears to 
be a revival of the attempts to destroy life 
and property by use of explosives. Besides 
the explosion at Birkenhead on the night of 
the 25th, a dynamite cartridge was loded 
in Barrack street, Strabane, county Tyrone, 
Ireland, yesterday, destroying the roof ofa 
house. A box of explosives, with a fuse at- 
tached, has been found on the track of the 
Great Western railroad, near Axminister, 
England. Had the train passed over 
the box a serious explosion would have 
ensued. 

THR GREEK CHURCH IN TURKEY. 

Lonpon, December 27.—The ‘'Patriarchs’ 
privilege question’’ in Turkey is to be settled 
by acompromise. The latest papers received 
from Constantinople contain many allusions 
to the controversy, which has been waging 
almost continuouslysince Abdul Hamid's ac- 
cession to the throne. Their comments are 
guarded, but they show that the sultan and 
Said Pasha, who is the chief adviser in the 
matter, are weakening. The sultan appar- 
ently sees that his continuance in restricting 
the rights and immunities of the Greek 
church dignitaries might not only 
lead §=6tto”—s— riotings in his eapital, 
and throughout his empire, but would be of- 
fensive to the representatives of all the Chris- 
tian powers. It is said that he is especially 
afraid of the resentment of France, and is 
anxious to conciliate thatrepublic, in the hope 
of having her assistance in the event of cer- 
tain contigencies which now seem very prob- 
able. Itis also reported that thesultan is grow- 
ing more and more suspicious of England's 
good faith, and that his pottering witn Lord 
Dufferin nieans that he is seeking other alli- 
ances, which will enable him to tell England 
to mind her own business. 

AN ITALIAN MURDER, 

Lonpon, De cember 27.-. An atrocious double 
murder is reported from Italy. The victims 
were one Aladio, the keeper of a newspaper 
stall in the Piazza Colonna at Rome, and his 
mistress, a woman named Monti. They had 
a hoard of about $10,000, which represented 
the savings of several years, and they were 
persuaded by an acquaintance named Lan- 
ducci to entrust it to him for investment in a 
match factory which he pretended to own at 
Leghorn, and which he assured them would 
return large profits. The dividends failed 
to arrive, however, and Aladio and Monti, 
suspecting that they had been duped, went 
to Leghorn to demand an accounting from 
Landucci. They soon found the swindler 
and had a stormy interview with him. Suab- 
sequently he decoyed them into his house by 
a promise of returning a portion ef the 
money, and it is alleged that he assassinated 
them and disposed of the remains by putting 
them in a sewer. The corpses were discovered 
to-day by the police, but Landucci had 
already made his escape trom the city, and 
probably from the country. The theory is 
that he took passage on some one of the ves- 

ls which sailed from Leghorn yesterday, 
aka the police in various seaports have been 
requested to keep a lookout for him. 

FRANC& AND CHINA. 

Paris, December 27.—It is reported that 
the government has sent a dispatch by tele- 
grapa to Admiral Courbet, urging him to 
follow up his victory at Sontay, with the ut- 
most promptness and energy compatable with 
prudence. It is expected Admiral Courbet 
willmakean attack upon Hong Hoa, some 
twenty miles above Sontay, betore he will 
march his forces against Bacninh. 

Both the National afd Temps, newspapers, 
state that France will exact some security 
for the due discharge of the pecuniary re- 
sponsibility which she bas incurred by rea- 
son of the aggressive attitude of China in 
connection with the Tonquin question. 

The chamber of deputies to-day discussed 
a bill granting a credit of 2,000,000 francs for 
proposed colonization in Algeria. 

INDIGNATION OF CRACKBRAINED STUDENTS. 

Paris, December 27.—Two hundred stu- 
dems, feeling offended by an article that had 
been published in the communist journal 
“OCridu Peuple,”’ beseiged the office of that 
paper yesterday evening, and demanded that 
a retraction of the offensive article should be 
printed. The editor refused to accede to their 
demand. The students dispersed but will 
meet to-night to determine what course they 
wiil adopt in the matter.

Maprip, December 27.—A decree is gazetted 
abrogating, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the counsel of ministers, on 
the 22d instant, artfcle 5 of the decree of the 
12th of March, 1868, whereby goods from the 
United States pay duty in Cuba as if they had 
been brought in a foreign ship, even when 
aspiving under the Spanish flag. The pream- 
ble of the decree states that the objects are 
to define equitable conditions of reciprocal 
trade between Cuba and the United States 
without prejudice to an ulterior revision of 
the tariff, and to place the commercial rela- 
tions of Spain and the United States upon a 
sound basis. The decree will become opera- 
tive in thirty days after its publication by 
the Spanish consuls in their respecive locali- 
ties. 

AMERICAN MEATS IN FRANCE 

Panis, December 27.—The. government has 
decided to prohibit the importation of Ameri- 
can salted meats until the French chambers 
have pronounced upon the bill which M.

my experiments of sowing peas in the fall with my 
oats, 1 have been flooded with letters in reference 
tothe same. knowing I can reach more of those 
seeking information through your paper than any 
other channel in the state, laska short 
give my experiments and success in sowing and 
raising peasin my harvest fields. As soon as the 
land gets too cold to germinate the peas, I sow them 
broadcast with my oats, using one, to two bushels 
peracre of the red or yellow cow peas eccording 
to fertility of land. Ienrich them with fifteen tuo 
twenty five bushels peracre of cotton seed sown 
broadcast. then turn al under 
together AS deep as ] can with 
aone-horse turning plow. By the time my oats 
are ready for the reaper, say from the first tothe 
last of May,owing to the temperature of the season, 
my peas are np aud well-rooted and soon commence 
to run, after the oats are harvested, so as to shade 
the earth, thereby choking: out the grass and 
weeds. Being good runners they cover everything 
in their reach aud never fail to yield a good crop, 
with moderate seasons. Besides leaving a heavy 
crop of vegetable matter in vines, leaves and roots 
to enrich my land. They are by far the cheapest 
and best fertilizer we can use. If you wish to sow 
the same field in oats, leave enough peas on the 
vines when gathering for seed, and you will havea 
good stand the next spring without sowing. While 
1 often make partial failures where I plant peas in 
my cornfields in dry falis, like the past, I 
never fail from my oatfields, when sown in the 
fall. If you wish to ase them for hay, 
they are ready by the last of July, whic4a is 
a ieisure time with farmers. While I prefer noi to 
expose my lands to the hot rays of theautumn suu 
or rob it of all it makes by cutting the vines for hay. 
notwithstanding | have seen some well written ar- 
guments trying to prove the lund lost nothiug by 
cutting the vines, as the roots more than compen- 
sated the earth for its loss. 

I sow the early German oat which ripens three to 
four weeks earlier than the rustproof sown at the 
same time and yield «qually as well, and have 
never rusted on my laudin four years sowing. I 
have sown peas with the rustproof oats and they 
did well.

Duriny 
the pendénecy ofthe appeal, the rates in force «i 
the time the change was proposed by the roads 
shallremain in force and be enforced until

The rates to be submitted to the commission by 
the roads include through and joint rates. The 
commission have the right if they consider the 
rates in force unreasonable or discriminative, to 
change them to justand reasonable rates. If the 
roads refuse to Cuvsent to such modifications they 
can appeal to the courtsin the manuer provided 
above. The attorney general conducts the cases 
for the commissioners. 

The aectious against discrimination remain in 
the law. Provisions is made for speedy ajudica- 
tion upon suits for discrimination brought by par- 
ties aguinst the roads, the commissioners acting as 
“agents for the parties suing. ‘Tne peualties for dis- 
crimination or u: just charges are quite heavy. 

The provisions as to passenger rates remain un- 
changed. Provision is there made for second- 
class fares.

THE WHASKY BUSINESS. 

We hear on all sides that what is known as 
the whisky ring is a very powerful affair, and 
it is well known that its representatives, with 
their credentials concealed about their per- 
sons, are never absent from the corriders of 
the capitol when congress isin session, The 
whisky ring, powerful as it is, professes to be 
in deep trouble, and it has gone through the 
form of making a petition to congress asking 
for an extension of two years on bonded 
spirits. In other words, the whisky manu- 
facturers, having so manipulated matters as 
to receive one extension are now clamoring 
for another. They ask to be relieved from 
the duty of paying taxes on their prodacts on 
the ground that if they were placed on the 
footing of other citizens tlrey would be great- 
ly embarrassed in the region of their pocket- 
books. In other words, 
common interests, they demand not only that 
the government shal! cease to regard them as 
individuals, or as individual firms, but that it 
shall give tirem a species of relief that it de- 
nies to other citizens.
